It was th e good fortune of th e w riter to 
sh are with Mr. Hamlin a part of h is rail 
way tide from Boston to New York as h e 
was coming to t h is dinner, and th e tedious 
ness of a dismal winter ride was forgot ten 
in t h o ch arm and deligh t of Hie conv ersation 
of t h is rem arkable man. 
Mr. Ham lin h as 
nev er 
Ixv n it specially 
com m unicativ e 
man, excepting with th ose wh om h e bits 
long known aud th orough ly trusts. 
He 
h as none of tin* garrulity or fondness for 
m um bbug recollections wh ich h as ch arac­ 
terized some men wh o h av e passed th e line 
wh ich bounds extrem e old age. Moreov er, 
Mr. Ham lin h as been, since h i^ retirem ent 
from th e senate, extrem ely careful to say 
no word wh ich migh t raise controv ersies, 
wound th e feelings of th e descendants of 
men with wh om lie actcxl in public life, or 
to pass any crit icism on men and measure« 
wh ere h istory h a* already made a final de­ 
term ination. 
But in a ligh ter, gentler

After Mr. H am lin h ad ligh ted h is cigar 
h e sat for some m om ents looking out of 
th e window and asked some questions 
about th e country.

H artford, and some points of interest were 
sh own to h im, and t h en h e said: “ H artford 
is th e h ome of Gen. Haw ley, and it ough t 
to Ik* proud of it. 
I h av e watch ed Gen. 
Hawley’s career, both in th e field and in 
congress, and I know h irn personally v ery 
well, and I regard h im as one of t h e ablest 
men of th e generation, 
fie is not only an 
able man, but be is a most ch arm ing and 
deligh tful one.” 
J asked Mr. H am lin if h e was present at 
th e national conv ention wh ich nom inated 
Gen. G rant, of wh ich Hawley was presi­ 
dent. 
He said th at h e was not. 
Th e last 
conv t nt ion lie attended was th a t of 1800; 
and th en for sev eral m om ents th e old gen 
tlem an puffed som ew h at v igorously a t h is 
cigar, and th ough h e gazed out of th e w in­ 
dow, yet h is gaze was th e v acant look of 
one wh o is absorbed in recollections. 
No 
doubt, la* was th inking of th e stirring 
hc( nes at Ch icago, perh aps of th e m agnifi­ 
cent m anner in wh ich W illiam M. Ev arts, 
wh o appeared at th a t conv ention as th o 
friend of W illiam II. Seward, arose after Mr. 
Lincoln h ad receiv ed v otesenough to nomi­ 
nate h irn, and w ith impressiv e oratory 
mov ed to m ake th e nom ination unanim ous, 
alth ough h e knew th a t th e h eifHs of th e 
friends of Seward were h eav y with disap­ 
pointm ent. Som eth ing th a t Mr. H am lin 
said later indicated th a t th is recollection 
was in h is mind. 
Th ere h od been some controv ersy in one 
or two publications some years ugo about 
th e com m ittee wh ich inform ed Mr. H am ­ 
lin « if h is nom ination for v ice president, 
and I asked h im about, it. 
He seemed to 
b e a t first not entirely clear in h is own 
m ind, but h e at last said: “ Yes, 1 remem- 
lw-r now; th e com m ittee brough t me my 
formal notification a t my boarding h ouse 
in W ash ington. Judge Kelly was of th a t 
com m ittee, but I do not a t th is m om ent 
remember wh o th e oth ers were. Th e com ­ 
m ittee did not come Mi me in Bangor. 
I 
recollect th e incident now v ery well.” 
I asked th e ex-v ice president if lie h ail 
ev er h eard th e story of w h at h appened 
wh <*n th e same com m ittee notified Mr. 
Lincoln « if h is nom ination, and h e seemed 
anxious to know w h at th e anecdote was. I 
said th a t Judge Kelly h ad told me th a t 
after th e form alities I sit ween th e com m it­ 
tee and Mr. Lincoln h ad ended, in Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s parlor in Springfield, Lincoln stood 
for some m om ents looking a t Judge Kelly, 
wh o was a v ery tall m an. Th is em barrass­ 
ed th e judge a little, th e more especially as 
lie h ad only once before m et Mr. Lincoln. 
He did not know w h at was in Lincoln’s 
m ind, but at. last th e tall rail splitter said: 
“Ju« lge, I h av e Ikk *u h wiking at you 
Ikj - 
cause you are 
about th e tallest m an 
th a t 1 ev er saw from th e east, and 1 h av e 
been wondering wh o is th e taller, you or I. 
L et’s m easure.” And so Lincoln made 
Kelly stand up back to back w ith h im, 
wh ile t la* oth er m em bers of th e com m ittee 
stood agh ast a t th is rem arkable perform 
a nee. 
Mr. H am lin was greatly interested in 
th is anecdote, and be said, “ Wh y, I sh ould 
say th at Kelly was not quite so tall as Lin­ 
coln, alth ough h e was one of th e tallest 
men I ev er met in my public experience.” 
1 told h im th at Mr. Kelly said h e was 
about an inch sh orter th an Lincoln. 
Mr. 
Ham lin mused for some m om ents ov er 
th is anecdote. 
His eyes tw inkled and 
th ere was just, a suggestion of a sm ile 
iijMin h is lips, and h e said at last th a t h e 
bad no doubt tin* anecdote was true, as it 
was quite ch aracteristic of Mr. Lincoln’s 
sim plicity and plain and h omely ways. 
Th e conv ersation h ere liecame quite spir­ 
ited, and turned ujkiii men of ability wh om 
Mr, Ham lin h ad known. 
It was of course 
a rath er disjointed and disconnected con­ 
v ersation, such as would occur inform ally 
Laween gentlem en in a sm oking com part­ 
m ent of an express train, but I will try to 
gath er into some regularity of statem ent 
th e more im portant and interesting th ings 
wh ich Mr. Ham lin sai« J. 
It was suggested 
t« i h im th a t Mr. C harles A. Dana, wh o was 
assistant secretary of war, h ad declared 
th a t W illiam P itt Fessenden was in some 
resjieefs th e ablest m an of bis generation 
wh o serv ed in congress, and th a t th at was 
also th e opinion of Mr. Lincoln. 
Mr. Ham lin remov ed h is cigar and 
seemed for an instant to lie trying to frame 
in h is mind a bri*‘f ch aracterization of Mr. 
Fessenden. 
He at last said: “ Th at opinion 
is about correct, I th ink. 
Fessenden’s abil­ 
ity was extraordinary; h is purity of ch ar­ 
acter was v ery great, and h e Is sure 
to be remembered. 
Yet 1 th ink iu th e 
state « if Maine th ere is, or used to U*, 
an impression th at as a statesm an on 
financial questions, a profound th inker and 
brilliant executiv e wh en th e subject is th a t 
of finances, wh ich is after all th e great 
subject fora gov ernm ental consideration, 
George Ev ans is regarded as an abler 
man ev en th an Fessenden. 
Ev ans was of 
an earlier d ay, h owev er, and h is serv ice in 
public life was briefer. 
Yet Mr. Ev an» 
fram ed and carried th rough congress th e 
great tariff of !M2 -one wh ich was in i« s 
day as im portant as any later torifT, and 
was regarded by men of all ¡tarties ¡us an 
extraordinarily able financial determ ina­ 
tion. 
Ev ans was one of th e greatest men 
th is country luus ev er produced.” 
Mr, Ham lin said th at h e h imself entered 
Congress at th e tim e wh en Mr. Ev ans was 
in tlu* zenith of h is fame, w ith in a year 
of h alf a century ago. 
He afterw ard eu 
tor« «1 th e senate 
I asked h im if th ere* were 
any surv iv or-« of t h at si*nan*., wh ich was th e 
first one of Folk s adm inistration, besides 
h imself. 
H« ‘ replied instantly, “ Y es, th ere 
are th ree* 1h*suU*s myself still liv ing—-Sena 
tor Bradbury, of Maine; Senator Fish , of 
New York, wh o was afterw ard secretary 
of « late under G rant, aud Senator Jones, 
of Indiana.” 
W ebster, w ith wh om Mr. 
Ham lin h ad a most pleasant acquaintance, 
was secretary of state wh en Mr. Hamlin 
first went to W ash ington. 
He afterw ard 
serv ed iu th e senate with Mr. liam lm as a 
colleague, and th en resigned again to I k* 
eome secretary of state in Fillm ore'* a« l- 
m inistration, 
“ Mr Clay,” satlt Mr. Ham 
lin, “ was not iu th e senate wh en 1 first 
went th ere, but h e earn« * back to th e ch am ­ 
ber and was a senatorial ass« xnate of mine 
for some years; but Mr. Calh oun was a 
senator wh en 1 became one, and ( serv ed 
w ilb biro conunuously until h is deal h .” 
I asked Mr. Hamlin w h at h is impress tom 
were at th al tune of th ese th ree men wh ose 
names h av e come down to us as perh aps 
th e most able m embers of th e earlier seu- 


gtes. 
Th e answ er wa* not speedily fo rth­ 
coming. 
It was a question Mr. HaonJin 
w¡rated to muse npon for a mom ent. 
In 
fact, I th ough t h e would not answ er it at 
all, for h e turned to th e window, smoked 
v igorously for a little wh ile, and th en said, 
in a rath er indifferent way, “ Th ere i« far less 
snow as we approach New York th an th ere 
was in Maine wh en I left th e state.” B ut 
th is utterance was ev idently ^m ere dev ice 
to gain tim e, for ev en as h e spoke th ere 
came into bis eyes th a t peculiar and pleas­ 
ing tw inkle wh ich h as always been one of 
th e personal ch arm s of Mr. H am lin, and 
th en h e said: “ W h ile th ese th ree men, of 
course, were men of extraordinary ability, 
y« *t it seems to me as I look back th at we 
did not put th e same glam or around th em 
wh ich exists today. Of course we knew 
th em to )>e conspicuous, and deserv edly so, 
but my impression is th a t we th ough t th at 
th ere were oth ers wh ose abilities were 
great enough to com m and ju st attention 
from th e country. 
“ You see,” h e said, “ wh en young eyes 
look backward and see th e men of th e past 
as th ey are rev ealed in h istory and th rough 
tradition or anecdote, th ere is a tendency 
to enlarge, to indulge in some of th e v is­ 
ions of romance. 
I suspect th a t th a t is 
th e case now in th e younger generation 
wh en th ey th ink of Mr. Clay or Mr. W eb­ 
ster or Mr. Calh oun. Th ese were great 
men, but th ey are not th e only ones th e 
country 
produced, ev en of th eir times. 
Th ere were great men before th em ; th ere 
h av e been v ery great men since; th ere are 
v ery great men now—th e equals, in my 
opinion, of any wh o h av e gone before—and 
th ere are sure to i*e men of com m anding 
influence and intellect in th e future. Each 
generation produces m en equal to th e oc­ 
casions wh ich arise, and it is absurd to 
th ink th a t th e day of great men is past. 
It n« *v er passes, it nev er will pass, a t least 
in a country like ours.” 
I knew th a t Mr. H am lin was a great 
adm irer of Rosooe Conkling,. aud wh ile 
discussing th is m atter of great men I sug­ 
gested th e nam e of Conkling. 
Th e old 
gentlem an’s countenance ligh ted up in­ 
stantly. 
By h is m anner more th an by h is 
words h e indicated h ow great w as h is ap­ 
preciation and adm iration of th e late 
senator from New York. 
He said th a t 
h e h ad, since th e dtxith of Mr. Conkling, 
j expressed in a letter to Mr. Conkling’s 


j neph ew h ow greatly h o adm ired Conk­ 
ling’s ability as a st atesm an, and h ow won­ 
derfully h e h ad been im pressed always 
w ith C onkling’s ch arm as an orator. 
He 
was inclined to th ink, Lake it all in all, 
th a t Mr. Conkling was th o equal as an 
orator of any of th e men of an earlier gen­ 
eration, and in some respects exceeded any 
one of th em . 
He th « *n spoke of Tom Corwin v ery 
briefly, but w ith a smile, as h e ev idently 
recalled th a t distinguish ed w it and orator, 
lb* pronounced Corwin a v ery great orator 
and .a m an wh om it was alw ays a deligh t 
to h ear. 
1 asked h im if th e tradition th a t Jeff 
Dav is luul once v isited Maine aud h ad been 
entertained by h im was true. 
He said h e 
knew Mr. Dav is v ery well, h av ing serv ed 
in th e senate w ith h im. 
“ He was a m an 
of impressiv e figure in th ose senatorial 
days, of quite distinguish ed presence, m ost 
courteous and ch arm ing in h is personal 
relations, alth ough contrary to an im pres­ 
sion wh ich now exists Mr. Dav is could not 
be called a h andsome man, so far as h is 
countenance is concerned. 
YTs, it is true 
Mr. Dav is once came to Maine, and I saw 
h im th ere, but merely as a personal ae- 
quaintauce. 
I rem em ber th a t h e wore 
great big goggles ov er h is eyes. 
He was 
th reat* ned 
with paralysis of th e optic 
nerv e, and h ad been sent to Maine w ith h is 
eyes imprisoned beh ind th ese goggles, be­ 
cause it was th ough t th a t th e sea airm ig h t 
improv e h im, and I understood afterw ard 
th a t it did.” 
Mr. Ham lin, h owev er, could not be m- 
duced to express any opinion abont Mr. 
Dav is’ abilities, and h e followed h is usual 
practice in declining to say anyth ing w h at­ 
ev er about Dav is in connection with th o 
trem endous ev ents w ith wh ich h is nam e 
was associated. 
Tin* trip th rough Connecticut seemed to 
suggest to th e old gentlem an some of th e 
fam ous men of th a t state wh om h e h ad 
known, and h e spoke particularly of its 
great w ar gov ernor, B uckingh am , w ith 
wh om Mr. Ham lin serv ed in th e senate, 
and wh ose funeral h e attended as one of 
th e senatorial com m ittee. 
He said, w ith 
alm ost inexpressible tenderness of m anner 
and gentleness of speech : “ Ah , B ucking­ 
h am was th e finest tyjie of a C h ristian 
gentlem an wh om I ev er saw! 
He was 
skillful and able as a legislator, but I 
th ink th a t h is genuine C h ristian piety 
was so striking 
and beautiful in its 
dev elopm ent of h is ch aracter 
th a t 
it 
ov ersh adowed 
h is 
intellectual abilities. 
W h en I th ink of men decrying th e C h ris­ 
tian religion ray m ind tu rns to B ucking­ 
h am as ¡i refutation of all th e disparaging 
words th at may be uttered against it. 
He 
was in th e h igh est sense a tru e C h ristian 
gentlem an, and iierh aps th a t made h im all 
th e more efficient ¡is a great w ar gov ernor.” 
lie spoke of some of th e oth er war gov ­ 
ernors—of 
Andrew, 
of 
M assach usetts, 
wh ose courage and genius h e praised; 
o f 
Morgan, of New Y'ork, wh om h e greatly 
adm ired; 
of 
C urtin, of 
Pennsylv ania, 
w h ose energy and patriotism were one of 
th e strongest supports th e adm inistration 
h ad, and of Morton, of Indiana. lie seemed 
especially to dwell upon M orton’s genius 
and splendid energy, and regarded h is serv ­ 
ices as of perh aps pre-em inent v alue. I said 
to h im th a t in a recent publication an 
Indiana sh itesm an long in public life h ad 
spoken well of th e abilities of Jesse D. 
B righ t,and compared h im fav orably intel­ 
lectually w ith Morton. 
I asked th e ex- 
v ice president if th at was h is opinion. 
For 
th e first aud only tim e during tin* ride Mr. 
Ham lin gav e ev idences of power of scorn, 
th e strength of h is determ ination, and th a t 
h«* h ad some memories of men wh ich were 
not wh olly pleasant. 
N oth ing could h av e 
exceeded th« * dignity, th e solem nity w ith 
wh ich h e replied. 
Th ere wo» no tw inkle 
in h is eyes now, but h is glance was stern. 
1!«* straigh tened up h is form, so th a t th e 
impressiv eness of 
h is 
m anner was iu- 
Creused, and h e said: “ I v v :us th e presiding 
officer of th e senate wh en Jesse I). B righ t 
was expelled for treasonable utterances, 
th e only senator from a north ern state to 
be th us h um iliated. 
Mr. B righ t was a 
m an of v ery ordinary capacity,” 
Th en for some little tim e Mr. Ham lin 
sut silent, looking so stern, so alm ost 
m igh ty in th e m ajesty of h is recollections 
of th at mem orable ev ent and of h is own 
part in it, th a t it seemed alm ost as If h e 
v v **tv again sitting in th e seat of th e v ice 
president and pre.siding ov er th a t most 
awful «*f deliberations, th e question of 
th e expulsion of a senator. 
Howev er, 
in a few* m om ents h is mood h ad passed 
and lie m ade 
some pleasant 
rem ark, 
as th ough h e wish ed to forget h is mo 
m entary flash of indignation. 
W e were 
approach ing Long Island sound, and h e 
said; “Th ey tell me tliat v ery* good dam s 
grow* in th e waters of Long Island sound, 
but I w ant to say th at i stand up for th e 
clams of th e Maine coast. 
It is an h um ble 
little sh ellfish , but th ose we h av e are deli­ 
cious. 
Years ago 1 used to sail th rough 
th e waters of th o sound often. 
Wh y, 


when I first went to Wawhiugto a it to o k 
me fiv e and a half day s to get fro m Ban­ 
go r there. 
“ After I go t to Bo sto n I came by a rail­ 
ro ad to New Lo ndo n, to o k a 
steambo at 
acro ss to Lo ng Island, to o k 
a railro ad fro m 
Ix mg Island to New Yo rk, and when } g o t 
to New Yo rk I was three day s fro m Wash­ 
ingto n. 
And no w y o u can go 
there in fire 
ho u rs. 
It to o k a day to 
get fro m.New Yo rk 
to Philadelphia. 
I am really co ntempo ­ 
raneo us with the dev elo pment o f steam 
po wer. 
I saw it in its infancy with the 
v ery first steambo ats, and in my early man­ 
ho o d all o f o ur trav eling 
was do ne by 
steambo at o r by stage. I was nearly thirty 
y ears o f age when the railro ads began to 
be dev elo ped, and I was present at the o pen­ 
ing o f the third railro ad in the United 
States, which was built fro m Bango r thir­ 
teen miieH no rtherly . All this mighty rev o ­ 
lutio n bro ught o n by the dev elo pment o f 
steam po wer is who lly within the sco pe o f 
my remembrance. Yo u men o f the y o unger 
generatio n are go ing to see ano ther wo n­ 
derful dev elo pment. 
W hat it will lead to 
no man can tell, but it seems to me that 
the pro mise o f wo ndro us things 
o f elec­ 
tricity is far greater than was the pro mise 
o f dev elo pment thro ugh the 
applicatio n o f 
steam po wer.” 
So mething suggested the name o f Ro bert 
To o mbs, and Mr. Hamlin said that he 
knew him v ery well, but was no t inclined 
to speak in ex trav agant terms o f To o mbs’ 
ability . 
I said that there had been so me 
dispute abo nt whether Mr. To o mbs ev er 
made use o f an ex pressio n winch has be­ 
co me histo ric abo nt calling the ro ll o f his 
slav es o n Bunker Hill, adding that Mr. 
To o mbs had in his later y ears denied using 
this ex pressio n. 
Again there c&me the 
twinkle o f his ey es, and he blew great 
clo uds o f smo ke fo r a minute fro m his 
mo uth, and then said sm ilingly , “ Well, 
To o mbs may no t hav e used tho se ex act 
wo rds, but he said so mething so near like 
that that we all tho ught that that was 
what he meant.” 
Aa we were nearing New Yo rk Mr. 
Hamlin’s tho ughts seemed to tarn to the 
o bject o f his v isit, and he spo ke abo ut 
the celebratio n o f the Linco ln club. This 
naturally suggested so me co mments abo ut 
Idnco ln himself. No mo re to uching o r 
delightful tribute co uld be rendered by 
o ne man to the name o f ano ther than Mr. 
Hamlin display ed at the mentio n o f Lin­ 
co ln’s name. 
It was no t w hat he said, but 
rather the manner with which he spo ke, that 
sho wed ho w pro fo und aud almo st rev er­ 
ential is his feeling fo r Abraham Linco ln. 
It seemed as tho ugh all his o ther asso cia­ 
tio ns with great men were bubas tempo rary 
incidents, mo mentary reco llectio ns, the 
pleasing acquaintanceso f brief friendships, 
beside the respect, admiratio n and lo v e 
which he has co me to entertain fo r his 
great asso ciate o n the presidential ticket 
o f 1 8 61 . He spo ke in the gentle, tender way 
almo st, which ehiiracterizes the speech o f 
tho se who hav e Itist dear friends bo und to 
them by ties o f blo o d and lo v e. 
“ I hav e been reading,” said be, “ that life 
o f Mr. Linco ln which was written by Co L 
I lay and Maj. Nieo lay . I hav e read itcara- 
fuily fro m beginning to end, and I o ften 
tajce it up and read and re-read so meipas- 
sages co ntained in it which suggest to me 
the mo st so lemn and tender memo ries o f 
my o fficial life. 
I hav e read>alko f the-o ther 
liv es o f U nco In that hav e 
been published, 
I think, and I enjo y hearing all th a tl can 
abo ut him fro m tho se who were ev er 
bro ught into any relatio ns 
with him. It 
seems to me as time go es by and these 
v ario us reco llectio ns appear 
it demo nstrates 
the mighty ho ld which the memo ry o f Mr. 
Linco ln has taken upo n the rising genera­ 
tio n, and I am rejo iced that it is so . I 
think Co L Hay ’s ami Maj. Nieo lay1 sho o k 
is the life o f Linco ln which will remain. 
Tho se o f us who knew him. and were asso ­ 
ciated with him can read it, -kno wingthat 
the statements co ntained inibareaccurate, 
and we can draw o ar o wn impressio n» fro m 
this histo ry . 
In my o wn 
case the reading 
co nfirms and strengtliens the impressio ns 
which I first had co ncerning Mr. Lino o la’s 
character, and I think tho se who did no t 
kno w him will, if they read this bo o k, get 
a fair estimate o f what he was.” 
Mr. Ijamlin said that he remembered 
Mr. Linco ln as a member o f co ngress in 
1 8 4 8 , but o nly slightly . After he left 
co ngress Mr. U neo ln was fo rgo tten in 
the east until he began to be heard o f 
thro ugh his debates with Stephen A. 
Do uglas Id 
Illino is. Then 
men 
who 
had serv ed in co ngress with him, like 
Mr. 
Ilamlin, recalled 
the rather o b­ 
scure, tali, gaunt and so mewhat peculiar 
co untry lawy er who represented tho San­ 
gamo n district in the last o t Po lk’s ad­ 
ministratio n. 
Mr. Hamlin said that he 
remembered v ery well U neo ln’s trip to 
the east in the winter o f I8 60 , w hen he de­ 
liv ered an address in Co o per Unio n 
o f such 
pre-eminent ability that the friends o f Mr. 
Seward were willing to accept Mr. Linco ln 
as a seco nd cho ice fo r presidential candi­ 
date. 
“ After this Co o per Unio n speech Mr. 
Uneo ln made a brief trip thro ugh New 
England, speaking finally in Bo sto n,” Mr. 
Ilam lin said, and he reco llect« well ho w 
pro fo und was the impressio n these speeches 
made upo n thinking men in the east. 
His 
o wn ao quaintajjee with Mr. Uneo ln, ho w­ 
ev er, did no t begin until after the presi­ 
dential ticket of U neo ln ami Hamlin had 
been elected. 
Mr. Hamlin narrated the 
anecdo te o f that meeting. 
It seems that 
by some accident these two asso ciates upo n 
the t icket were bro ught to gether witho ut 
introduction. 
They met in Mr. Iino o ln’s 
room a t 
the ho tel in Chicago , and Mr.

Mr. Ham­ 
lin laugh ed and said,“ Why , th isiaa singu­ 
lar coincidence, iiceause my first reco llec­ 
tion of you is th at 
I heard y o u make a 
speech in th e h ouse that was so bristling 
w ith fun and go o d hum o r that I and ewrry 
on« * else in th e chamber were delighted 
with it.” Th is was a speech Mr. Linco ln 
d« *liv « >ri*<l upon th e Mex ican war. 
It would Ik* impo ssible to suggest in o o ld 
ty pe the depth o f feeling which Mr. Ham 
fin sho wed lo r ids great asso ciate. 
B at I 
hav e nev er seen such a display o f teudar 
memo ry , almo st to uching v eneratio n, o n 
the [» art of any o ther public man o f co nse­ 
quence when speaking o f asso ciates who 
h ad go ne befo re. After Mr. ilam lin reached 
New Y o rk city the rarv rs was bro ught to 
him o f the dangero us illness o f Gen. Sher­ 
man, and ho wa» greatly affected thereby , 
and so interested was 1 » tliat lie desired to 
get the latest no ws. So , leaning upo n the 
arm o f hi» son, h e passed alo tig with the 
tkrraig uuul he came to a buUean bo ard, 
and there h e sto o d, a great cro wd gaaing 
at the bulletin and he o g lin g with sadness 
the amio uucenmtWtbiU-rdwsrHMm was pro b­
